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1. The Chinese Communist organization of military staff officers for ald 
to the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRY) has established an office at 
Ba Cong Mieu (72 2 BA \,%ec Bang, ‘The office is staffed with 80 Chinese 
Communists and over 30 DRY members, and is divided into four sections: 
Cultural, Medical, Technical, and Liaison, ‘The Chinese personnel first 
entered north Indochina during the winter of 1950, 


2, The organization maintains radio equipment for communications purposes 
and has seven jeeps assigned to it, Two of these are engaged in making 
the one dsily courier trip each way between Chinghsi and Cao Bang, 


3, Since September 1951, Soviets have often visited this Cao Bang office. 


They come from Kwangsi, remain a few days, then return to Kwangsi, 
always traveling by the jeeps on the courtier runs. 
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
